The following statement from Councilman Haynes was laid before the

Council;

To the honorable Mayor and City Council,
City of Austin, Texas.

Gentlemen:

I have the honor to submit herewith an ordinance fixing and levy-
ing municipal taxes on each one Hundred Dollars of property valuations
within the limits of the City of Austin for the year 1919, as follows,
to-wit;

For the General Fund, as fixed by the charter, for all current
expenses and improvement of the City (30# of which to be apportioned
for streets and bridges) , 01.00

For Interest and Sinking Fund on the bonded debt( including
all School Bonds) « 75

For the Public School .53

I/aking a total rats of $2.34

which you will note is an increase of 14 cents on the One Hundred Dollars
over 19l6t same being additional amount levied for the Uohools by request
of the board,

I am pleased to state that on account of the increase of $1,000,000.00
in valuations for 1919 over that of 193.8, the rate for the General Fund and
the Interest and Sinking Fund can safely be placed the same as last year,
notwithstanding the higher coat of all materials and labor, besides, as
stated above, the rate for the General Fund is fixed, and the rate of
75 cents for Interest and Sinking Fund ie a positive ai/iount required to meet
the obligations of the City due in 1920.

Therefore, I respectfully request that the ordinance be adopted.

IflC IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THB CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS,

That a total municipal tax for tht City of Aim tin for tha year!9l9

b« and tho same ia hereby fixed arid levied at Two Dollars and Thirty-four

Cents ($2.34) on the one Hundred Dollare ($100.00) of all property within

the limita of the City of Austin made taxable by law for etate and oounty

purposes; eaid total municipal tax is levied and fixed for the following

several purposes:

FIRST: An annual tax of one per oentun (l£) is hereby fixed and

levied for the year 1919 on all property within the limits of the City of

Austin made taxable by law for state and oounty purposes for the current

expenses of the oity and for the general improvement of the oity and its

property, at least one-fourth of which said tax of one per oentum (1JC)

is hereby set apart and devoted to the improvement of the streets and the

building of bridges within eaid oity.

SECOND: A tax of Fiftynino Cents (59X) on the One Hundred Dollars

(•100.00) of all property within the limita of tha City of Austin, Texas,

made taxable by law for state and oounty purposes is hereby fixed and
levied for the maintenance of the publio free schools of this oity.

THIRD; A tax rate of Seventy-five Cents (?$#} on the one Hundred

Dollars ($100.00) of property within the limits of the City of Austin,

Sex&s, made taxable by law for state and county purposes is hereby fixed

and levied for Interest end Sinking Funds on all of the bonded debts of
this oity.

The ordinance was read the first time, after which Councilman Haynes

moved a suspension of the rule and the placing of the ordinance on ite

second reading. Motion prevailed by the following vote; Ayes, Mayor Yett,

Counoilxnen Alford , Graham, Coynes and V/ard;5 \ nays, none.

After the ordinance had been read the second time, Councilman Haynes
moved a further suspension of the rule and the placing of the ordinance

on its third reading. This motion carried by the following vote; Ayes,

Mayor Yett, Counoilmen Alford, Graham, iiaynes and Ward ,J; nays, none.

When the ordinance had been read the third time, Councilman Haynee

moved its final pasoage. Motion prevailed by the following vote: Ayes,

1'ayor Yett, Counoilmen Alford, Graham, Haynes and Ward, b'i nayu, none

The resignation of Houghton Drownlee, Judge of the Corporation Court,

upon motion of Councilman Graham, wan accepted by the following vote;

Ayes, Mayor Yett, Counoilmen Alford, Grahva, Uaynee and Ward,*>; nays, none.
l^ay-or Yett nominated H, B, Uarnhort us Judge of the Corporation

Court, to serve for a term of thirty days from this date, nomination was

confirmed by the following vote; Ayea, Councilinen Alford, Graham, Haynea

and Ward, 4; naya, none, L'ayor Yett present but not voting.

The Council then recessed.
